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New Crleans, January 24.—By an 
unanimous vote at the close of its 
first session today, the southern in- 
| terstate cotton convention, by gen- 
‘eral agreement, the largest and most 
| representative that has gathered in 
| the south, deciared that reduction of 
,acreage and commercial fertilizers is 
the paramount question to be con- 
sidered at tle convention, and it 
lmust be settled before any other bus- 
iness is undertaken. 


.Eleven hundred and thirty-five dete- 
gates, representing the thirteen cotton 
growing states and territories. had regis- 
tered when the convention was called to 
order. Even that number did not represent 
the full strength of the convention. 

The forenoon and early afternoon were 
devoted to the compromising’ of all dif- 
ferences that existed as to organization, 
the central idea being that the work of 
the convention shouM go to the country 
with the stamp of harmony and practica] 
unanimity. The result was that former 
Congressman Catchings’ name was with- 
drawn and all opposition to Harvie Jor- 
dan’s selection ended. 

Jordan in the Chair. 

Washington Artillery hall, seating 2,000 
people, was crowded to the doors when 
the convention met. As president of the 
Southern Cotton Growers, Mr. Jordan 
, called it to order. He said in part: 

“We are all agreed upon four general 
, propositions: 

“tl. We must tle up and take care of the 
surplus of this crop and remove it from 
_the markets of the country until next 
_ fall and hold the balance of the crop ab- 
solutely in our possession until the price 
advances to normal conditions. 
| “2 We must reduce the cotton acreage 
-and use of commercial fertilizers under 
cotton at least 25 per cent under that of 
1904. 

“3. We must arrange fora general sys- 
tem: Of bonded ware houses under loca! 
control of the people throughout the 
south. 

“4. We must at once proceed to or- 
kanize the producers of the south in every 
cotton growing county on a business 
basis to carry into operation a perma-

LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE. 
Southern Merchants Should Specify 
Cotton Packages. 

Editor Constitution: In view of our 
business relations with the south, we 
have watched with much interest the 
action of the cotton market and the va- 
rious remedies suggested for the im- 
provement of conditions in cotton-rais- 
ing states. Al] the accounts we have 
seen suggested curtailment of production, 
etc., but there is another remedy that we 
would like to suggest that would work 
hand ang hand with the curtailment 
proposition; that is to increase the de- 
mang for cotton goods or products of 

cotton. 

This can be easily done in this way: 
From 20 to 25 per cent of the flour con- 
sumed in the south is shipped in wood- 
en packages, about the same percentage 
of meal, all of the bran, shorts, shelled 
corn, corn chops, oats, cement, plaster 
and packing house products are shipped 
in jute or burlap packages, which is 
product of India. Salt is shipped in 
If there was a concentrated 


raising states and al] consumers, mer- 
chants and jobbers would demand that 
every package of goods they Duy be 
packed in cotton packages, where it ts 
possible to do so, we think this would 
largely increase demand for raw cotton 
to be used in the manufacture of these 
packages. On the other hand, if the 
south would ship all their cotton seed 
meal, rice and products, sugar, peanuts 
and other commodities that they sell, 
in cotton instead of jute packages, this 
would further increase the demand. We 
are not posted as to just how much raw 
cotton would be required to make pack- 
ages of that material to displace the jute 
or burlap packages that are now shipped 
in and out of the southern states, but 
we are agatisfied if careful statistics 
were compiled on this subject, the figures 
woulg prove very interesting to cotton 
planters. 

There is another remedy which would 
require legislation by congress, and that 
is, to put a higher tariff on jute and 
burlap goods imported into this country. 
These articles come in competition with 
cotton packages and have been used on 
acgount of the fact that they were 
cheaper, but if the importation. was pre- 
vented, cotton packages would be used. 
Put your representatives in congress to 
work on this, 

A barre] of flour, for instance, in a 
wooden package costs the southern trade 
from 20 to 30 cents more than the same 
flour in cotton packages, so that in addl- 
tion to stimuJating the demand for 
their cotton, they would acually buy the 
products cheaper when packed in cotton. 
In order to displace the wooden package 
in flour, it would be necessary to have 
very heavy aotton bags for barre] and 
half-barri] packages, but we are satis- 
fieqg that these cotton packages would be 
entirely satisfactory to buyers and con- 
sumers alike, as most of the flour ex- 
ported to Cuba ig in these heavy cotton 
sacks.
